Wintftrop Rockefeller outlined 
IS issues Tuesday night which 
he said he would be willing to 
debate on television with the 
Democratic gubernatorial hoffi* 
inee, Marion H, Crank, 


Rockefeller made public a 


letter he mailed to Crank with 
his suggestions for the Issues te 
be debated and for a format to 
be used in conducting a debate, 


the governor listed first the 


"regulation of utilities," a du 
rect slap at Crank who stepped 
down as vice president for pub* 
lie relations of the Arkansas 
Cement Corp, at bforeman to 
make the race for governor, 
The Foreman plant is a wholly* 
owned subsidiary of Arkansas 
Louisiana Gas Co. 


Rockefeller suggested that the 


two candidates confront each 
other on "two or three one*hour 
programs with each of us hav« 
ing 15 minutes on each to pre- 
sent our views on three or four 
of the sobjects agreed upon be« 
forehand," 


The governor also sugested 


that 20 minutes in each pro- 
gram be set aside for "apanelof 
persons, selected by an Inde- 
pendent third party such as the 
Arkansas Chapter of Sigma 
Delta Chi, the fraternity of pro- 
fessional newsmen, who would 
explore our views more thor- 
oughly on the agreed upon is- 
sues," 


The governor said the re- 


mainder of the time could be 
equally divided tor each candi- 
date to sum up at the end of the 
program. 


Rockefeller broke his 15 is- 


sues into sections which he said 
he would like to see covered In 
the respective sessions. 


His first section included reg- 


ulation of utilities, competitive 
bond bidding, legalization 
of 


gambling and securities and in- 
surance regulation. 


The second contained the Is- 


sues of education financing, In- 
dustrial and economic develop- 
ment and the candidates' high- 
way program. 


Issues in the third grouping 


were 
constitutional

and governmental reorganiza- 
tion and efficiency, election re- 
form, financing state govern- 
ment and personnel policies in 
state government. 


The fourth group included 


prison" reform;.• jury' selection"* 
procedures, "maintenance 6f law 
and order, and welfare and re- 
habilitation. 


"I would remind you that I 


proposed — prior to the Demo- 
cratic primary election— to de- 
bate the Issues with the nomi- 
nee," Rockefeller wrote Crank.

Sea east of Istanbul, 


Iran's rulers were to visit the 


hardest hit villages including 
Khezri, Mim and Kakhk, In 
Kakhk alone, some 6,000 per* 
tons died, 


Relief officials said there had 


been no reports of epidemics in 
the shattered towns but that 
large quantities of disinfectant, 
vaccine and sterilized water 
were being taken to the stricken 
area, 
Premier Amir Abass Hoveida 


said rescuers had abandoned at- 
tempts to recover more bodies 
because of the danger of epi- 
demics. He ordered ruins lev- 
eled by bulldozers, burying the 
unrecovered dead in the rubble, 


He said homes in the area 


would eventually be rebuilt in 
the area using steel beams and 
heavy bricks instead of the tra- 
ditional mud and wood, 


The Iranian Embassy in Lon- 


don appealed for money, tents 
and blankets to help the esti- 
mated 100,000 persons made 
homeless by the quakes. Oxfam, 
a British volunteer relief agen- 
cy, said it was ready to fly in 
more than a ton of blankets. 


The U.S. State Department 


said Ambassador Armin Meyer 
In Tehran was authorized to re- 
lease $25,000 for medical and 
other aid for quake victims.

Gunmen Use

NEW YORK (AP) - Using a 


speedboat called Cheetah, three 
gunmen eluded a small armada 
of police boats and aircraft on 
Long Island Sound Tuesday aft- 
er taking possttily as much as 
$?0,000 from a City Island bank, 
police said. 


The unusual getaway vehicle 


was found abandoned almost 
five hours later but police did 
capture a man they said had 
helped plan the spectacular rob- 
bery, 


Police said that two armed 


men invaded the bank, about 1 
p,m., and one forced bank per- 
sonnel and customers to lie on 
the floor while the other cleaned 
from $40,000 to $70,000 from the 
tellers' drawers. 


A spokesman for the Manu-

Hanover Trust Co, 


branch said the men disarmed a 
guard but a teller, seeing the ri- 
fle carried by one robber, acti- 
vated the alarm system and 
movie cameras. 


Bank officials put the amount 


taken at $30,000 pending an au- 
dit. 


The two men, one wearing a 


ski mask and the other carrying 
a bolt action shotgun, fled from 
the bank to the waiting outboard 
motorboat to yellow panel truck 
Which was reported stolen last 
month. 


The gunmen transferred to 


the boat at a nearby mooring. 
Witnesses reported they saw the 
boat's name as it churned away 
from the pier. They incorrectly 
reported the boat was blue and 
white, police said. 


A police helicopter, nine po- 


lice launches, a Coast Guard 
launch and a Coast Guard cut- 
ter spent several hours stopping 
and searching blue and white 
pleasure boats in the area be- 
fore the boat's description was 
corrected.
